| HE motives inducing men to great 
T and good actions are various; de- 
pending partly upon the lights in 
which they ſee things; partly upon that turn 
of mind which heir reſpective educations 
may have given them; partly upon ſerious 
examination; and, in general, upon all that 
diverſity of ee The which attend us 
during our converſation here in this world. 
But as all ſuch motives are natural, and ſome 
way or other conduce to the ſame * ſo do 
they ſeem deſigned by providence * theſe 
purpoſes, and conſequently make no very 
material change in the nature of the actions 
to which men are led by them. To diſtri- 
B bute 
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bute the good things of which we have plenty 
to thoſe who ſtand in need of them and to 
eaſe the bodily infirmities of the poor, is good 
in itſelf, and one would hope that it can 
never ceaſe to be fo upon account of any 

difference in our immediate motives to it, ex- 


Bos they be vanity or e. 


Thus, St. Paul, when he is urging one 
thing only, namely, general obedience to the 
will of God, yet knowing the different com- 
plexions of mens minds, addreſſes himſelf to 
them in almoſt every poſſible way. If ſome 
men have leiſure and inclination to ſearch 


into the bottom of things, to ſtrip off delud- 


ing appearances, and to view every action as it 
may be conformable or contradictory to truth 
in itſelf, to theſe he recommends thinking 
upon whatſoever things are true. Others 
may entertain peculiar and worthy notions of 
what is great and venerable, being deſirous 
of regulating their conduct by a ſenſe of ho- 


nour; upon thoſe he calls, to think on 
2 Wi things are honeſt.” A third 


fort of men, without the calm wiſdom of 


the farſt, or the exalted ſpirit of the ſecond, 


are e capable of 2 well the plain

rules of juſtice; he would call upon them 
therefore to think upon © whatſoever things 
<« are juſt.” And ſo, in the ſame manner, 
in regard to his various readers poſſible no- 
tions, of purity, of lovelineſs, good report, vir- 
tue, and praiſe. This ſhews the innocence at 


leaſt, I may add ſurely the wiſdom of pro- 


moting real good deeds upon every laudable 
principle by which the minds of men can be 
actuated. Nevertheleſs, there are certainly 


ſome principles more truely and properly re- 


ligious than others; and a chriſtian congre- 
gation can ſcarce want to be informed that 
their principle ought to be the love of God. 
For St. John ſpeaks of the love of God and 
the keeping of his commandments as bein 

the ſame thing; and in another place he 
ſpeaks of the one as the perfection of the 
other — © whoſo keepeth his word, in him 


<« yerily is the love of God perfected,” in 


exact conformity to what he recorded of Je- 
ſus Chriſt himſelf, whoſe explicit declaration 


is, „if a man love me he will keep my 


© words “ he that loveth me not keepeth 
© not my ſayings ; and the word which you 
« hear is not mine, but the Father's which 
„ ſent me.“ 
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And as love to God ſhould be the great 
principle upon which we ſhould all form our 
conduct, fo is love to man ſo effentially con- 
need with that which we bear to God, that 
it ſeems abſurd to ſuppoſe our being under 
the influence of the latter unleſs our hearts 
can fatisfy us that we are not deſtitute of the 


former. 


We may perhaps love our brother (or at 
leaſt we may think we do ſo, until our ex- 
perience in the day of real trial ſhall ſhew us 
our miſtake) without loving God. For there is 
a worldly, mean, partial, intereſted love of 
man, if yet it deſerves the name, which is 
conſiſtent with a very conſiderable degree 
of degeneracy from truth and virtue. But 
the love of God is fo clear and diſcernible 
a principle that we cannot readily miſtake 
it, and ſo immutably and uninterrupted- 
y efficacious, that it certainly produces 
the true love of man. And thus St. John 
puts the queſtion as being indeed unanſwer- 
able“ whofo hath this world's good, and 
« ſceth his brother have need, and ſhutteth

te up his bowels of compaſſion from him, 
©« how dwelleth the love of God in him?“ 


From which words I ſhall take occaſion to 
Enquire — 


Iſt. What is the love of God ?— 


IIdly. What is the love of man, and how 
theſe two are connected? | 


And IIldly. I ſhall apply what ſhall have 
been ſaid to the preſent occaſion of our al- 


ſembling ourſelves together. 
Iſt. What is the love of God? 


The love of God is a deſire that his will 


ſhould be obeyed by ourſelves and all others, 
in contemplation of his goodneſs; as the fear of 
him is in contemplation of his juſtice. And al- 
though the whole of our duty may be ſometimes 

expreſſed by love, and ſometimes by fear, yet 
are they eſſentially different from each other; 
for © there is no fear in love, (ſays St. John) 
e but perfect love caſteth out fear; and 
then he goes on to confirm, that goodnefs is 


the

the foundation of our love to God, © we love 
him becauſe he firſt loved us.“ 


As effects are in proportion to their cauſes, 
ſo ſhould our love of God be in proportion 
to our motives to it, that is to ſay, without 
intermiſſion and without limitation. For ſo 
is his goodneſs towards us. He did not ſtop 
when he had created the firſt man upright 
and fitted him for an happy immortality ; 
but he promiſed him a redemption from the 
fatal effects of his own fin as ſoon as he had 
committed it. As his ſons go on, following 
his fatal ſteps, finding out many inventions 
inconſiſtent with their duty, ſo doth he con- 
tinually hold out to them his protection from 
their own ſelves, and perſevere in giving them 
ordinary and extraordinary means of obtain- 
ing his favour, But above all things, © in 
« this was manifeſted the love of God to- 
Wards us, becauſe that God ſent his only 
ce begotten ſon into the world, that we might 
live through him.” And this his unli- 
mited goodneſs is a reaſon for exerting every 
faculty in return, loving him * with all our 


« ſtrength, with all our heart, with all our 
&« ſoul.”

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In the idea of loving any other object there 
is always included a defire of promoting its 
good, its happineſs. We love our fellow- 
creatures not entirely for our own ſakes, but 
for theirs, not living unto ourſelves but unto 
one another. But nothing of this kind hath 
place here, We may promote God's glory by 
making it more known and admired, but we 
can make no real addition to his happineſs. 
Eſſentially happy in his own perfections the 
Deity pervades the univerſe, exiſting and act- 
ing in ways utterly beyond the reach of our 
beſt conceptions, and entirely independent of 
his poor imperfect creatures. So that Elihu 
ſaid well to Job, © if thou ſinneſt, what doſt 
„thou againſt him? or if thy tranſgreſſions 
be multiplied, what doeſt thou unto him? 
if thou be righteous, what giveſt thou him; 
or what receiveth he of thine hand? thy 
wickedneſs may hurt a man as thou art, 


and thy righteouſneſs may profit the ſon of | 


« man.“ And now I am —

IIdly, to conſider, what is the love of man, 
and how theſe two are connected.

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It is that deſire of promoting the happi- 
neſs of man, to which we are inſtinctively 
prompted by the ſuggeſtions of nature; by 
thoſe alſo of ſelf-intereſt, as being in ſome 
caſes immediately, in many more remotely, 
concerned in the welfare of thoſe with whom 
we are any way connected; and laſtly, by 
poſitive duty, having it in expreſs command 
from our common Lord and Saviour, 


Founded in and ſupported by theſe united 
principles, it is of ſuch high value and im- 
zortance and of fo great pre- eminence as to 
bh called the royal law. It is that true, com- 

rehenſive charity, which makes our faith 
perfect, which gives ſtrength and ſolidity to 
our hope, and is greater than either of them, 
In its regular operations it lowers our opinion 
of ourſelves, and ſo abates our pride; it 
heightens our opinion of others, and fo brings 
them nearer to us and unites them with us; 
it abhors all ſtrife and envy, and promotes 
harmony and conſent of mind ; it binds and 
keeps men together in one common intereſt, 
temporal and ſpiritual, exclufive of all debate, 


{trite and contention ; laſtly, it habituates a 
man

man'to be no farther attentive to himſelf than 
is conſiſtent with the happineſs of. others, and 
in all. circumſtances 'chearfully to promote 


that happineſs to the beſt 'of his abilities, 


But it is molt ſtrongly connected with the 
love of God, as it is a token of our being 
the real and ſincere followers of our bleſſed 
Saviour, not profeſſing is name only, which 
may be our lot by the place of our birth and 
the care of our parents, but in our judgment, 
in our hearts and wills ſubmitting ourſelves 
to the faith of a crucified maſter— *© by this 
„ ſhall all men know that ye are my diſciples 
<« if ye have love one to another — as it is 
in the next place to be aſcertained by and 
commenſurate to our Saviour's love to us 
which is the foundation of love towards him; 
* Beloved, if God fo loved us, we ought 
« alſo to love one another but how? — 
Chriſt himſelf will tell you, “ as I have loved 
you, ye alſo ſhall love one another.” —In- 
deed, expreſs declarations to this purpoſe run 
through every page of the ſcriptures, and the 
doctrine of benevolence makes its way (as the 
lightning) through every other ſubject of di- 
vine revelation, And how ſtrong doth this 
| C connection

connection appear from our Saviour's anſwer 
to the Phariſee's queſtion—*< Maſter, which is 
© the great commandment in the law? Jeſus 
ce ſaid unto him, thou ſhalt love the Lord 
« thy God with all thy heart, and with all 
ce thy ſoul, and with all thy mind. This is 
the firſt and great commandment ; and 
the ſecond is like unto it, thou ſhalt love 
thy neighbour as thy ſelf. On theſe two 
© commandments hang all the law and the

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Id and laſt place, to apply what hath 
been ſaid to the occaſion of this day's meet- 
ing.

Extenſive love and charity towards each 
other is the {ure conſequence of love towards 
God. This particular ſpecies of it doth not 
only afford a ſtrong preſumption that he who 
practiſeth it hath a heart diſpoſed to every 
other a& of benevolence within his power, 
but is peculiarly adapted to convey into our 
minds, its firſt and moſt immediate reward, 
pleaſing and even rapturous and exſtatic ſen- 
ſations. For with what exultation of ſoul 
have you ſeen him walk by your doors in 
health and vigour, who (a few weeks paſt) 
ſat in the duſt, theok with the diſpiriting 
tremors of an ague, or raving in the violence 
of a fever? ſwol'n perhaps with a dropſy, 
emaciated with a conſumption, or - panting 
for breath to fill decaying lungs ? what un- 
ſpeakable pleaſure ariſeth from the reflection, 
that with God's bleſſing upon your contri- 
1 butions,

butions, the phyſician's ſkill, and good mens 
prayers, this man was reſtdred: unto- his for- 
mer health that you have been the happy 
inſtruments in the hands of God, and that 
he will repay you certainly in another world, 
perhaps in this, perhaps when you are in

« conſidereth the poor; the Lord will deli- 
« yer him in time 4 trouble the Lord

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1 was Gratols by Ifaiah, that ben Chriſt 
ſhould appear upon earch, <« then the eyes 
« of the blind ſhould be opened, and the 
de ears of the deaf ſhould be unſtopped, then

«© the tongue of the dumb ſhould fing. . 
This prediction, ſo far as it may be under- 
ſtood to be figurative, correſponds perfectly 
with the Golpel late of religious knowledge 
and virtue; whilſt in its literal ſenſe it ſtands 
expreſsly falGlled by the various miraculous 
cures of our bleſſed Maſter and his. Apoſtles. 
And as he left us an example that where we 
can we ſhould follow his ſteps, how can. we 

better 
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better mantfeſt our love and obedience to 
him than by imitating- his benevolence, 
going about and doing good? nor do we 
want abilities. For although we are not 
gifted with miraculous powers, yet, as Peter 
ſaid to the lame man — © filver and gold 
% have I none; but ſuch as I have give I 
& thee: in the name of Jeſus of Nazareth rife 
«© up and wall - ſo we may ſay, miraculous 
powers have I none, but ſuch as I have, ſil- 
ver and gold, give I thee ; and may Jeſus of 
Nazareth grant thee his bleſſing. This ye 
have done and are doing, and ye have ſeen 
and will fee the objects of your charity, like 
thoſe of Peter's and John's, „walking and 
« leaping and praiſing God.” 


Inſtitutions of this kind are, to the very 
great honour of this age and country, very 
numerous; ſupported in moſt parts of the 
kingdom with the utmoſt chearfulneſs, and 
every where conducted with the greateſt fide- 
lity. And give me leave to obſerve (without 
derogating from the charitable diſpoſitions of 
people,) that yet in ſome caſes contributions 
of this kind may be conſidered almoſt as con- 

_ "tributions of juſtice. ' For, how many of the

eommon, and therefore unheeded, conveni- 
ences of living are procured by the labour 
of thoſe whoſe occupations of neceſſity pro- 
duce diſorders ? your light is let into your 
houſes, and the inclemencies of the weather 
are kept out of them by glaſs : that neceſſa- 
ry element, water, is conveyed to you through 
lead : and iron, braſs, copper, tin, are re- 


quiſite to prepare your daily ſuſtenance : and 


the richer ore, ſilver, is not more ornamen- 
tal than uſeful, Thus no rank, no exalted 
ſtation, acquired by yourſelves, or tranſmit- 
ted to you through a long ſeries of honour- 
able anceſtors, can exempt you from the de- 


pendance which you muſt have upon the la- 


bour and ingenuity of your inferiors, nor 
conſequently from the retributions which you 
owe to them for the hazards run by them, 
in preparing for you the neceſſaries, the con- 
veniences, the ornaments of life. 


But in great and trading cities particularly, 


more than neceſſaries, conveniences, and or- 


naments, are owing to the perilous labour of 
the loweſt amongſt us, even riches in abun- 
dance. If the words ſpoken of Tyrus by 
Ezekiel, may be in ſome degree applicable 

2 to 
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to this city — © Tarſhiſh was thy merchant 
ec by reaſon of the multitude of all riches : 
« —with filver, iron, tin and lead they 
« traded in thy fairs: Javan, Tubal, and 
Meſheck were thy merchants, they traded 
veſſels of braſs in thy market. — ou will, 
by the pious application of your wealth to 
the relief of thoſe by whoſe labour you ac- 
quire it, or enjoy it, labourers in manufac- 
tories, labourers within your walls for your 
convenience or pleaſure, above all, thoſe who 
brave the raging of the ſea and the roaring 
of the winds in your ſervice — you will, I 
ſay, by theſe means prevent the like denun- 
ciation of ruin and deſolation which the 
ſame prophet pronounced againſt that city 
and Zidon. You will on the other hand re- 
commend yourſelves to the goodneſs of God, 
and fo entertain reaſonable expectations of a 
bleſſing upon every honeſt endeavour.

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But your goodneſs towards the miſerable 
objects of your charity doth not terminate 
in the cure of their bodily infirmities. You 
conſider alſo their immortal part, and pre- 
pare them for happineſs in another world 
whatever may be their lot in this. The daily 


prayers, 
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prayers, punctual attendance: upon the ſtate 
of your patients minds in regard to heavenly 
things; ; and the inſtruction and aſſiſtance 
given to their weak underſtandings are moſt 
important circumſtances. It is not difficult 
to conceive, and therefore it will not appear 
extraordinary to ſuppoſe, that the misfor- 
tunes, which bring ſome perſons bodies un- 
der the care of your phyſicians, will prove 
the greateſt benefit to them, by bringing 
their ſouls alſo under the direction of thoſe. 
to whom they are committed. If it was 
good for David himſelf that he had been in 
trouble, what muſt it be for many of. thoſe, 
who otherwiſe perhaps ſcarce knew the name 
of their bleſſed Redeemer, (the fad caſe of 
too many) but moſt probably knew very Iit-" 
tle of his goſpel, which 1s the © power of 
6 God unto ſalvation ?” 


Moreover, this common labour of love 
towards our poorer brethren produceth, or at 
leaſt illuſtrates, ' our mutual love to each 
other. Behold, how good and joyful a 
he thing it is brethren to. dwell together in 
6 unity.” In the happy land of Teligious 


as well as civil liberty, it is diffic ult to con- 
ceive

ive, more ſo to expect an unity of religi- 
ous opinions, and an uniformity in religious 
worſhip. Yet there may be amongſt us an 
unity of ſpirit; and a very comfortable truth 
it is, that as within this century many cir- 
cumſtances have concurred to promote it, ſo, 
next to the wiſdom and moderation of go- 
vernment, none of them ſeem to have con- 
tributed more to its eſtabliſhment, than the 
conſideration of the many wants and infir- 
mities of our fellow-citizens, and the uniting 
of hand and heart by perſons of all denomi- 
nations in carrying on the works of publick 
charitics. It is but a branch of the great 
principle of chriſtian love ; but the ſtrength 
and vigour of the branch hath returned even 


to the root itſelf the life which it received 
from it. 


Now as your ptous care thus extendeth -it- 
ſelf to the bodies and ſouls. of your poorer 
and more infirm brethren, ſo doth it moſt 
undoubtedly in the end both promote and en- 
ſure your own ſalvation. It is by theſe works 
that your faith will be known unto men, and 
rewarded by God. This you will experience 
in that day when your Redecmer thall ſay 
4 D unto

unto you — © Come, ye bleſſed of my Fa-

Supported by CAR TABLE and VoLunTaARry Contributions. 


HIS ChARIT was for ſome Years carried on in Pre/- 
cot-flreet, Goodman's-fields, in ſeveral Houſes hired upon 
Leaſe for that Purpoſe ; till (by the Decay of the Build- 
ings, notwithſtanding large Sums of Money had been 
expended to keep them in Repair, and the Smalneſs of 
the Rooms fit only for private Families) the Governors 
were determined to open a Subſcription which might 
purchaſe a Piece of Ground, and to build an Houſe 
more proper to enlarge and perpetuate their benevolent Deſigns ; and 
which has been ſince happily effected. | 

The preſent Hoſpital in purſuance of this Scheme is a new Building, Siruatin 
erected by the voluntary Contributions of ſeveral Governors given for 
that Purpoſe only, in an airy Situation near the Mount in Mile-end Road, 
properly furniſhed and fitted up with about 160 Beds for the Recep- 
tion of Patients. 

The Society for carrying on this laudable and moſt uſeful Undertak- General 
ing, is by his Majeſty's Charter, bearing Date the 3d of Nætember, 17 58, Frame, and 
further confirmed, and declared to be a Body corporate, by the Name of Regulation of 
The Governors of the Londen Hoſpital, and to conſiſt of ſuch Noblemen his Society. 
and Gentlemen as are therein enumerated, and of thoſe who were re- 
puted Governors for Life at that Time; together with ſuch others who 
by giving a Benefaction of thirty Guineas or more at one Lime, be- 
come Governors for Lite ; and of thoſe who by ſubſcribing five Guineas 
or more a Year, are Governors during ſuch Subſcription, Out of theſe 
A are 
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are annually to be elected a Preſident, two or more Vice-Preſidents, and 
a Ireaſurer. | | 

Crneral A General Court of Governors is appointed by the ſaid Charter to 

Court, be held on the firſt /7zdne/days in the Months of March, June, September 
and December, to direct the Application of the common Seal, which they 
are thereby empowered to uſe, to elect Officers, appoint Committees, and 
receive the Reports of former ones, to inſpect Accounts, make ſuch 
By-Laws and Rules as ſhall be judged neceſſary for the good Govern- 
ment of this Charity, and to tranſact ſuch other Buſineſs as ſhall be 
laid before them. 

Among the By-Laws which the Governors in a General Court have 
conformable to their Charter agreed upon, the following ones are to 
be obſerved, 

The Anniverſary Feaſt of this Charity is to be held between the firſt 
of February and the laſt Day of April, when a printed Account of the 
General State of the Hoſpital, the Number of Patients receiv'd and dit- 
charg'd, and an Abſtract of the Accounts for the Year paſt, is laid be- 
fore them. 

Houſe Com- A Houſe Committee of thirteen Governors is appointed at every Ge- 

mittee. neral Quarterly Court, who at their firſt Meeting elect a Chairman to 

1 preſide for the Quarter; who meet at the Hoſpital, on Wedneſdays weekly, 

i. at Eleven in the Forenoon, to Receive and Diſmiſs Patients, to Order 

* and Inſpect the Proviſions and Furniture ſent in, and ſuch Neceſſaries 
that may be wanting, and to Examine and Regulate the Conduct of the 
Servants and Patients; and other Matters which come before them, 
according to the Conſtitution of this Charity. All Governors that 
pleaſe to attend, have a Vote at this Committee, and their Attendance 

| will be eſteem'd a Favour. 

Committee of A Committee cf Accounts, confiſting of twelve Governors, is appoint- 

Accounts. ed at the General Quarterly Court in June, for one Year, who meet at 
the Hoſpital once a Quarter, to Examine, and Audit Tradeſmens Bills, 
which are paid by the Treaſurer within a Fortnight after. The Accounts 
are open at all Times for the Inſpection of the Governors. 

Phyfcal Com- A Phyſical Committee, conſiſting of all ſuch Governors who practiſe 

mittee, Phyſic, Surgery, or Pharmacy, or are converſant in the Knowledge of 
Drugs or Medicines (excepting ſuch as ſhall be directly or indirectly con- 
cerned in ferving the Hoſpital with ſuch Neceſſaries) are ſummoned to 
meet every firſt Thur/day in the Month, and have Power to order and 
inſpect the neceſſary Drugs and Medicines, and report their Proceedings 
to the General Quarterly Court by their Chairman. 

 Viktars. Two Governors are appointed Viſitors by the Houſe Committee, for 

| one Fortnight, to attend twice a Week, or oftner, if they think proper, 
to inſpect into the Management and Conduct of the Houſe, during the 
Interval of the Meetings of the Houſe-Committee. 

Chaplain, A Clergyman of the Church of Eugland preaches every Sunday, 
and reads Prayers Morning and Afternoon; adminiſters the Sacrament 
regularly every Month; reads Prayers every Day in the Week; and is 

| C 
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ready to viſit, pray by, and adminiſter the Sacrament at all Times 
when required, to the Patients in the Wards, 

Three Phyſicians attend alternately ; Two of the Surgeons daily, from 
Eleven o'Clock till One, without Fee or Reward, and give their Advice 
and Aſſiſtance to all ſuch Objects as come within thoſe Hours, whether 
Recommended or Accidental. The Surgeons in waiting have an 


Apprentice, or Pupil, conſtantly in the Houſe to receive, and if neceſſary, 


to call the Surgeon to ſuch Accidents as ſhall be brought in at any Hour 
of the Day or Night. 


An Apothecary (with an Aſſiſtant) conſtantly reſides at the Hoſpital, Apothecary,
